Legends as to Their Origin — Curren 
Stories of Individual Members. 

According to the kegend, Adam was one 
day giving names to his several thousand 
great - great - creat - great - great - great grand- 
children. He was somewhere along in the 
fifth or sixth century of his existence, and 
age was telling upon him.
